A BILL TO BE ENTITLED 


AN ACT to provide for the erection of a free bridge over the Halifax River at or near Daytona 


in Volusia County and to make an appropriation therefor. 
. ..v .^J 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF THE STATE OF FLORIDA: 


Section 1. That a Board of Trustees, to consist of three persons to be appointed by the Governor, 


is hereby created for the purpose and with the power to select a location for a free bridge to be erected 
across the Halifax River at some point at or near Daytona in Volusia County, Florida, and to erect 
such bridge as hereinafter provided. 
- - - ;., 


Section 2. That immediately after the appointment of said Trustees it shall be the duty of said 


Trustees to meet at said Daytona and select a location for such bridge and adopt a plan and specific? 
tions for the erection of such bridge and shall advertise for bids for the erection of such bridge ii 
accordance with such plans and specifications. 


Section 3. That no contract shall be awarded for the erection of such bridge until the citizen! 


of Daytona, Seabreeze and Daytona Beach shall place subject to the immediate order of said Trustee 
a sum of not less than $25.000 to be used in the erection of such bridge. 


Section 4. That the sum of twenty-five thousand ($25.000) dollars is hereby appropriated ou 


of the General Revenue of the State for the erection of such bridge, to be paid by the Treasurer upo, 
the warrant of the Comptroller from time to time as the said Trustees may certify that the contractor 
or contractors erecting said bridge are entitled to the same; Provided, however, that said appropria- 
tion shall not be available and no such warrant shall be drawn until the said Trustees shall have filed 
with the Comptroller a sworn certificate that the citizens of the place hereinbefore named have 
raised, or caused to be raised, the sum of twenty-five thousand ($25,000) dollars and placed the same at 
the disposal of said Trustees for the erection of such bridge and that said sum has been expended 
in the erection of such bridge. 


Section 5. That the Trustees shall serve without pay or emolument.
